Isaacs Leaves Wife and Two Children 
—The Truants Carefully Con- | 
cealed Their Intentions From 
Their Friends. |

MATTOON, Ill., Oct. 25.—The authorities | 
of Coles County are looking for the wife 
and child of Robert Ballard, a well-known 
young farmer of New Douglas, and Robert | 
Isaacs of the same locality. Ballard ar- | 
rived here last night and offered a reward | 
for their apprehension. | 

Mrs. Ballard and her five-month-old in- | 
fant came to this city three weeks ago to | 
visit relatives. The Ballards formerly re- 
sided here and she promised her husband 
to remain only until the street fair was 
over. During her sojourn she wrote affec- 
tionate letters to her husband, telling of the 
pleasure she was having and recounted the 
wonderful pranks of their babe. 

Ballard idolized his wife and never 
dreamed of the fearful step she was pian- 
ning to take. The nearest neighbors of 
the BaNards at New Douglas were the 
Isaacs, husband, wife and two children. | 
The families were intimate friends and} 
Isaacs frequently dropped in at the Bal-| 
lard home. No one ever dreamed of an at- | 
tachment being formed between Mrs. nee 
lard and Isaacs, so circumspect were their 
actions.

Ho supported his scheme of polar 
ballooning with so many scientific facts 
and his own attainments in science were so 
creditable that even international congress- 
@s and learned societies in Europe gave 
him a most attentive hearing, and not one 
of them could utterly condemn his idea 
after they had studied his reasons for ve- 
lieving it feasible.
